Convention Hall, Dayton, O., Sept. 


11.—It is a great popular sentiment op- 
posed to an organization. Signs up to 
noon today strongly favor the organ- 
ization. Cohorts of the Republican or- 
ganization are not only confident, but 
bubbling over with jo;-. They boast 
they have turned the trick. Senators 
Foraker and Diek will write the plat- 
form, they assert, and Dick will be re- 
elected chairman of the state execu- 
tive committee. They are sincere in 
their estimate of their strength, and 
their claim is like1^ to be verified. 


Under the leadership of Congressman 


Burton and Harry Daugherty, the re- 
formers are fighting grimly. They an- 
nounce this is but the beginning, and 
that the fight will »e continued along 
this line. 
The question will be put 


squarely to the party whether the pres- 
ent kind of organization is a good thing 
or that the voters should have a voice 
in shaping Republican policies. 


The reformers say this convention 


will not fairly reflect the stntimem 
of the party because the organization 
had an undue advantage. While they 
feel that the mass of Republicans are 
with them, the reformers seem to have 
a minority of delegates. They practical- 
ly admit present defeat by emphasizing 
the fact that the great fight will be at 
he next convention, in 1908.

Dayton, O., Sept. 11.—Although the 


battle between Senator Dick and Con- 
gressman Burton was practically set- 
tled by the district caucuses today 
when they chose members of the new 
state central committee, as well as 
members of convention committees, 
the contest may go on and even be 
carried into the floor of the conven- 
tion if there is the slightest prospect 
of changing the apparent result of the 
caucuses. 


Senator Dick's friends claim GOO of 


the 860 delegates for Dick if the con- 
test over the chairmanship of the 
campaign committee is taken before 
the convention for final settlement. 


It is as good as settled that the 


Ohio senators are to be indorsed in 
the platform along with the president, 
so the fight has narrowed down to 
the last to the chairmanship of the 
executive committee. 


One hears all sorts of rumors in 


passing among the throngs. One o£ 
these was to the effect that if Mr. 
Burton should attempt to humiliate 
the two senators in the resolutions an 
exception will be made of Burton by 
name in the resolution which the sen- 
ators will present indorsing the action 
of the Ohio delegation in congress b,y 
calling attention to Burton's opposi- 
tion to President Roosevelt on a big 
navy, the tariff, the ship subsidy and 
other matters.
